Three 
of the most popular residents of this 
Boctlon lost their Uvea in such a ter- 
rible manner as to stun the entire 
population of throe communities and 
then arouse a demonstration of af- 
fectionate memory as has never be- 
fore been ^vltneascd here, and prob- 
ably never will be again. Frederick 
Dorey, Samuel Fry and Wm. Murphy 
left Hyder, Alaska, May 5, on a trip 
to Thunil) Creek. They expected to 
bo gone three days. Thumb Creek 
enters Salmon river from the west 
Bide, about six miles north of Hyder. 
Opposite its mouth was a flimsy 
shack that Murphy has constructed 
at odd times that with a variety of 
materials, to act as a shelter if requir- 
ed on his many trips up and down the 
valley. It was In the nilns of this 
shack that the charrpd bodies of the 
three men were founJ on tlie morn- 
ing of Sunday, r.tiy 11. by one of 
Murphy's purines :n v-iilous mining 
properties, Mrs. Margaret Tobley, 
Jack Woods and William Hnrncr, 
who went up on borseji to Investi- 
gate. According to all information 
available the men had come to the 
shack very tired, built a big Are and 
retired, Dorcy and Fry sleeping In a 
double bunk near tlie door, and Mur- 
phy in a corner at the rear.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 
THE USE OF VEHICLES 
DURING FIRES 
Be It ordained by the President 
and the Board of TruGtecE of the Vill- 
age of Antioch, County of Lake and 
State of Illinois: 

Section I 
No vehicle shall approach nearer 
than 300 feet to tho scene of a Are 
while Buch (Ire Is In progress. Im- 
mediately upon the alarm of firo be- 
ing sounded and tho approach of fire 
engine or other apparatus of the Fire 
Department made use of in the fight- 
ing of lires, all vehicles using the 
streets shall seasonably pull to the 
right hand curb and wait until the 
fire engine or other apparatus has 
passed. While such Are engine or 
other fire apparatus Is proceeding 
along the street upon an alarm of fire 
no vehicle shall continue In its course 
so as to approach such fire engine or 
other apparatus closer than 300 feet. 
No vehicle shall bo driven over or 
across any hose pipe or connection 
while the same may bo in use In Uio 
streets of the vlllugo except In so far 
as such hose may be protected and a 
place for vehicles to cross be provid- 
ed. 

Section 11 
No vehicles shall be parked in front 
of tho fire station In said Village. 
Section III 
During tho progress of a firo the 
Fire Department may establish rea- 
sonable fire limits about the scene of 
Huch fire and prohibit aiiy vehicles 
from approacliing near the scene of 
such fire than such limits and adopt 
auch measures for the handling and 
control of such fire as may be neces- 
sary under the circumstances. 
Section IV 
Any person or persons violating the 
provlBions of this ordinance shall he 
subject to a fine of not leas than 
Throe Dollars ($3.00). nor more than 
Two Hundred Dollars, (5200.00), for 



Section V 
All ordinances or parta of ordin- 
ances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Section VI 
This ordinance shaU be In full 
force and effect upon its passage, ap- 
proval and publication for a space of 

ten days.

Local, Feeds for Young Steers 

Fifty-six 2-year-old steers, averag- 
ing 720 pounds, were fed by a farmer 
of Perry county, Ala., under the direc- 
tion of the county agricultural agent 
in 1923, as a demonstration In feeding 
methods for the lnft)rmntlon of the 
community. Feeds produced In tho 



but tho producer Buffers a further ma- 
terial loss In tho reduction of tho num- 
ber of eggs consumed cauBod by peo- 
ple getting bad eggs among those thoy 
purchase. 

This loss can he entirely provented 
by producing only Infcrtllo eggs dur- 
ing warm weather. This Is accom- 
plished by taking all male birds out 
of tho flock after tho breeding aoason 
la over. The rooster has no Influenco 
on the number of eggs produced, and 
should either ho marketed or killed — 
the meat can be canned — or ho should 
bo kept l^enned up. 

Tho United States department of 
agriculture has Just published a largo 
poster showing tho difference In tho 
keeping qualities ot infortllo and fer- 
tile eflga during warm weather. Thia 
poster also gives slmploa rules for 
producing good quality eggs on farms 
during tho latter part of tho spring, 
throughout the summer and Into tho 
early fall months.

From April 20 to 
June 20. they ran In a pasture and 
wore fed some cottouseed uioal and 
blackstrap molasses. The. steers 
gained an average of 373 pounds and 
were sold at eight cents a pound on 
tho farm, netting a good profit to the 
feeder.
